Mattapoisett Annual Town Meeting 

May 9-10, 2005

The Annual Town Meeting for the Town of 
Mattapoisett was called to order on Monday evening. 
May 9 at 7:02 pm in the auditorium of Old Rochester 
Regional High School by Town Moderator Jack Eklund 
having noted the presence of a quorum of an estimated 
260 voters on the first of two nights.

reviewed the rules and procedures for Town Meeting. 

Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman 
Cornelius Coleman then briefly presented a financial 
update for Town Meeting voters. "You may recall a year 
ago, we were looking at (freezing) salaries for town 
employees ... we had been in the third year of (reduced) 
funding from the state/' he said. "We were looking at 
opening Center School at a cost of almost $15 million. We 
were looking at the possibility of continued freezes in 
town expenditures. During that Town Meeting, we 
transferred $200,000 from our Stabilization Fund to the 
School Department budget in order to facilitate the 
opening of Center School. We reduced the Stabilization 
Fund to just about $200,000 which is an incredibly small 
savings account for a town (this size), so things were not 
good. As we stand here this evening, things are far 
better." 

Although Mr. Coleman noted the town is getting 
a boost in state aid from 2.5 to 3 percent this year, it's still 
not "anywhere efficient to makeup for the decline (in state 
aid) over the last few years," he said. 

Among the more promising signs for FY 2006: an 
increase in the town's Stabilization Fund to just about 
$700,000; a reduction in the tax rate of $2.92 per $1,000; 
and an ongoing increase in overall real estate develop- 
ment which helps to broaden the town's tax base. 

"Clearly we are in a transitory position where the 
town has an opportunity to take advantage of the devel- 
opment going on," Mr. Coleman said, citing a recom- 
mended article to establish a Capital Improvement 
Stabilization Fund as the first step toward future plan- 
ning. 

"In a word, we're in good shape," Mr. Coleman 
said. "Nobody can guarantee that the economy will 
remain as vibrant as it is today (and) nobody can really 
guarantee anything relative to revenue ... but we can

ensure that as funds become available, Mattapoisett can 
retain its image and status as a great place to live/' 

Before addressing Article 1, resident Brad 
Hathaway stressed that Mr. Coleman's assessment of the 
town's financial status is only due to the taxpayers. "If the 
town is in such good shape, it is because of the taxpayers 
in this town," Mr. Hathaway said. "It's nice to hear that in 
the future the money will be rolling in, but it's because of 
the taxpayers." 

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to approve 
a total $116,936.37 in fixed salaries for Elected Officials 
for Fiscal Year 2005, including: $200 (Town Moderator); 
$3,700 (Selectmen Chairman); $3,300 (Selectmen mem- 
bers); $3,300 (Assessors, each); $39,390 (Town Clerk); $400 
(Board of Health, each); $55,971 (Highway Surveyor); 
$400 (Mattapoisett School Committee, each); $400 (Water/ 
Sewer Commissioners, each); $5,980 (Tree Warden); 
$695.37 (Herring Inspector). 

All salaries were level-funded except for the 
Town Clerk and Highway Surveyor, both of which 
increased as per Personnel Board recommendations.

Residents had more of a problem with the fact 
that some of these part-time employees took advantage of 
a 75 percent reimbursement rate for their health insurance 
coverage, a benefit which will no longer be offered to 
future elected officials as per a recommendation of a 
study committee created at the behest of Town Meeting 
last year. 

'Tt seems to me we Ve created two classes of 
people — people who have been grandfathered in and 
others who can't/' said Paul Milde. "We're still going to 
be paying a lot of money for small-salaried positions. It 
just doesn't seem fair to me. I know we can't set policy 
here at Town Meeting, but we do set the salaries. I move 
that we amend all the salaries to zero." 

"I totally disagree with setting these salaries to 
zero," said Jocelyn Lombard. "I think they deserve 
something. Taking away their salaries is totally uncalled 
for." 

"It's the decision of the Board of Selectmen to 
offer health insurance for part-time elected officials," 
added Selectman Steve Lombard. "The study committee 
did their job and we followed their recommendation. 
There are a lot of people where you're taking away their 
stipends." 

As such, the motion to reduce elected officials' 
salaries to "zero" failed, 249 to 11. With that. Article 1 
finally passed as first read, 257 to 3. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to approve 
a $17,883 million General Operating Budget for FY 2006. 
After selecting certain line items within the budget for 
further discussion and clarification, one resident asked 
about funding the Board of Assessors line item with the 
apparent lack of staffing in the office as reported in the 
local press. 

"You have to realize that Mattapoisett's tax rate 
was set last December," Selectman Raymond Andrews

said. "You can't always believe what you read in the 
paper. A mere phone call to the Tax Collector's office 
would have verified some of the facts. This particular 
hold on the Board of Assessors has nothing to do with the 
Board of Selectmen.'' 

"Although there has not been full-time staff 
(working with the Board of Assessors) since October, 
there are consultants who have been working with 
(them)," added Town Administrator Michael Botelho. 
"There are still line items for someone to be appointed ... 
to fill those positions." 

Many voters continued to bemoan higher and 
higher tax bills, despite adjustments in the tax rate. 

"I've said before that these override votes we've 
been voting for are coming due," Selectman Lombard 
said. "Well, today is the day. Next year you'll be looking 
at the bond issued ... for the school. It will be more than a 
$1 million increase. Very shortly the state will be forward- 
ing our share of the 65 percent reimbursement promised 
to us (for the school). The budget hasn't increased by 13 
percent ... it's the borrowing that's increased dramatically 
for this town. These (items) were voted at prior Town 
Meetings (and the ballot box) ... we have no choice but to 
pay for them." 

"I've watched Town Meeting vote time after time 
for new schools ... now it's time to pay the piper," agreed 
former Selectman Barry Denham. "Just remember when 
these projects come forward, you have to pay for them."

percent annually failed 256 to 4, the original Article 2 
went on to pass, 256 to 4. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to approve 
$1,819,394 to be used with previous allocations, private 
donations and a pending state grant to fund a total 
$5,519,394 in renovations to and expansion of the 
Mattapoisett Free Public Library. Mr. Eklund noted the 
article required a two-thirds majority to pass. 

FinCom Chairman Coleman noted that although 
this project was proposed before they opted to establish a 
Capital Reserve Fund (and hence was grandfathered in), 
this was a "perfect example'' of the type of project that 
reserve account could fund. 

'The library project would probably commence 
sometime in late summer with a completion date in late 
2006," Mr. Coleman said. "That means the ultimate 
financing would commence in 2007. We expect we would 
have funds available at the outset of the 20- or 40-year 
period. The FinCom recommends approval of this ar- 
ticle."

the overall cost of the project which, according to Select- 
man Collyer, had been reduced in scope by 40 percent. 

"The original estimate was given out from some 
very crude drawings, not detailed,'' said Robert Cattley of 
the Mattapoisett Library Building Committee. 'It was 
estimated before 2002 and the estimate had been scaled 
up to the year 2000, which means it was about five years 
old." 

Despite a failed motion from resident Daniel 
Goodman to take a secret "paper ballot" vote on the 
article, a subsequent motion to "move the question" 
passed, 259 to 1, and Article 3 passed with a final vote of 
223 to 25. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to approve 
$12,678.40 to buy back unused sick time accumulated by a 
former town employee. The article passed, 140 to 20. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to approve 
$40,000 to fund the design of a new proposed 
Mattapoisett Fire Station. The article carried, 130 to 1. 

Reconvening for a second night on Tuesday, May 
10 at 7:02 pm. Town Meeting voters next considered 
ARTICLE 6, which asked them to approve $40,000 to buy 
a replacement boat for the Harbormaster's Department. 
The appropriation would be transferred jointly from Free 
Cash ($20,000) and Waterfront Enterprise Retained 
Earnings ($20,000). 

According to Harbormaster Steve Mach, "The 
feeling is the (existing) boat is unsafe and it should be 
replaced.

The FinCom recommended passage of the article. 

When asked why type of boats are being consid- 
ered for purchase, Mr. Mach noted they are looking at 
either a Seahawk or Privateer model, "something with a 
hard cabin with a large open cockpit and stern,'' he said. 
In turn, the existing Harbormaster's vessel would likely 
be sold off through a bidding process. 

"I would urge Town Meeting to support this," 
Selectman Andrews said. "The boat they have has out- 
lived its usefulness in Buzzards Bay (and) the 
Harbormaster needs to have a safe boat." 

"I just served on the MAB (and) you can't get a 
better deal for $40,000," agreed Cal Perkins. "You've got 
to remember that the Coast Guard is stretched now and 
they count on local (towns) to help patrol the area wa- 
ters." 

When asked why the full amount wasn't coming 
out of the Waterfront Enterprise Fund, Mr. Botelho 
explained that account is close to depleted. "Right now 
there is just about $40,000 in the Waterfront Enterprise 
Account, so we've asked you to take (the other) half from 
Free Cash," he said. 

With that. Article 6 passed 90 to 5. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to establish 
the aforementioned Capital Improvement Stabilization 
Fund to fund future capital improvement projects.

and monitoring the gasoline fuel spill at the Mattapoisett 
Police Station, an ongoing project which Selectman 
Andrews admitted has continued to plague the town. 

"Fm sorry to say, this is not the end,'' Selectman 
Andrews said. "It is our hope and desire that we can wrap 
this up. I know it was painful for us to have to come back 
(to you previously) for additional funds. It is our hope 
that this $80,000 will (clean up) the site once and for all, 
but I can't guarantee that." 

Article 9 carried unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 10, voters were asked to appro- 
priate $100,000 to commission the HVAC systems' design 
and construction at both Old Hammondtown and Center 
Schools. Although only Old Hammondtown has known 
problems with the HVAC system. Selectman Andrews 
explained it was best to have both systems checked to 
ensure the town "got what we paid for," he said.

terminate the existing license, a motion to sign the new 
license agreement was approved unanimously Comcast 
will sign and return two original copies of the agreement 
to the Board of Selectmen. The board then approved a 
motion to close the public hearing. 

At 7:30 pm, the board met with Vincent Martin 
concerning Chapter 61B property at 97 Featherbed Lane. 
According to 61 B requirements, the landowner may 
accept the purchase offer if the town does not exercise its 
option to purchase the land across the street from the 
house. After examining the plot map and acreage, the 
board voted unanimously not to accept the purchase of 
the land. 

The next item of business was a motion to grant 
and sign two Flammable Fluid Permits for Gary Curren 
and the Rochester Highway Department. A motion to sign 
a Conservation Restriction for Hiller Brothers was also 
made and approved. 

The board then recognized Officer Cook, repre- 
senting the Rochester Police Association. He called the 
board's attention to the fact that in two recent instances 
police officers did not receive their pay on the proper 
date. He asked if it would be possible to arrange for direct 
deposit into the banks of the officers' choice — not just 
Mayflower Bank. Late payment is a hardship on some, 
and direct deposit would save both the town and the 
officers money. At present, all checks have to be cashed at

report from resident Antonio Sol and his concern with the 
number of coyotes in his neighborhood endangering his 
property and the small domestic animals that have been 
killed. He has contacted the police about this matter, and 
they informed him there is nothing they can do by law 
except in specific instances. A resident of Cushman Road 
also expressed her fear of rabies and attacks on humans, 
babies in carriages, joggers and the like on the heavily 
used road. Her daughter saw a coyote while jogging at 
7:30 am one morning. 

Police Chief Paul Magee was present and he 
explained that wild animals are a state issue handled by 
the Division of Fish and Wildlife. Police have no authority 
to hunt coyotes, but if there is a public safety issue — if a 
person is attacked or threatened — the animal can be put 
down. He went on to explain that a statute allows 
homeowners and especially farmers to protect their 
property, and they are allowed to shoot a threatening wild 
animal. Chairman Laboa wants that information to be 
made available to the public. Chief Magee will send a 
letter to State Representative William Straus and a copy to 
the Selectmen about this information. Selectman Nunes 
questioned whether anyone at the state was monitoring 
coyote attacks.

Revaluation year have not yet begun. Building pemnlts have been piling up. Over 360 abatement requests received from taxpayers in 
January had not received proper attention until the past two weeks when two consultants were called in to help process the work. Why 
wasn't this done two months ago? 

Financial security dictates that revaluations are thorough, fair and performed in a timely manner. Tax payers deserve fair and balanced 
consideration of appeals and an office at Town Hall equipped to handle all inquiries regarding property valuations.

memory of being bitten, I have spent virtually no time outdoors 
yet this season, and it is very early in the season to have tick 
problems. Yet my reality is a brilliant and very unpleasant 
bullseye rash at the wound site and 30 days of medical treat- 
ment. My very young granddaughter also was found to have a 
deer tick on her skin. Fortunately for her there was no resulting 
infection. 

Please use insect repellents when outdoors and keep 
feet, legs and arms covered. Check yourself and your family for 
ticks that may have attached themselves to clothing or skin 
everyday. IVe been told that washing your hair and body with 
strong dandruff shampoo is also a good way to kill and or 
remove any ticks that may be on your skin, but which you might 
not notice. Apparently the sulfur compound in the shampoo 
kills ticks. 

Deer ticks can be as tiny as a pin head. I did not see the 
one that bit me. 

I can only hope that my misfortune and sharing this 
information with you will prevent someone else from experienc- 
ing this problem. 

The old wife's saying of ''an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure" was never more apropos. Be careful out 
there!

As a town native, I have always felt that I should give back to my town if possible. I have 
volunteered my time as a coach in the local MYAA program and in the high school for 
15 years. I have served the town in one civic capacity or another for approximately 30 
years. 

As an assessor form 1990 to 1993 I assisted Town Council with the appellate tax board 
work. I helped prepare the cases and attended the hearings as a witness. I never charged 
the town for this work during this period. 

In 1993 the other 2 assessors suggested I do this work myself as I was in the unique position of being an 
attorney, assessor and appraiser and well qualified. They felt there was no need for town counsel as I could 
do the work myself because I could testify as an assessor. At their request I approached the selectmen with 
the idea and they agreed stating that I was a Special Municipal Employee and could be paid for extra work- 
as had prior Boards of Assessors. I have been told the same by every Board of Selectmen since. 

I reviewed town counsels bills for the month of July and August of 1 993 which totaled 6,000.00. The 
ATB trials usually are scheduled over a 5 month period. I decided to ask for an annual salary of 3,000.00 
feeling that it would be a good way to give back to my town and save the taxpayers a good bit of money ! 

I have been paid an annual salary of $ 3,000.00 ever since- 12 years. I have never asked for a raise until 
last year and it " got lost in the shufHe^-Fm told. 

I have always put in much more time than the $3,000.00 represents, but until last year I simply accepted 
this as my giving to the town and again saving the taxpayers money. 

However last year I had 43 cases and seemed to spend half my work time on ATB matters. I couldn't 
absorb this loss of income because it was affecting my private practice. 



I decided to place an Article in the Special Town meeting and ask the voters to pay me more for last year 
due to the extraordinary circumstances.The voters approved my request for $15,000.00 by a vote of better 
than 90% . I have yet taken the money. 



Also in 1993 the assessors suggested 1 take over the building permit work . They were displeased with the 
consulting company doing the work and feh I could do a better job and it would be good public relations 
for the office rather than various strangers from out of town doing it. Again I accepted and we 
went through the same ^proval process. At the time we were paying $ 9,500 per year to a firm called 
MMC- so I decided to do it for $7,000 00 a year agam to save the taxpayers money. I have been paid $ 
7,000.00 per year for the past 12 years. 

The DOR also s\iggested that that we update our data on homes- to some extent each year rather than 
doing all homes every nine years. Again, I agreed to do the work at a savings to the town. 
These three jobs were grouped together in the Assessors budget under the line item revaluation 
salaries for an annual total of $12,000.00- that has remained the same for twelve years

My Article at the Town Meeting was a specific one time request because of an 
extraordinary years work. 

I normally do the three jobs from July- February. Therefore, I have always submitted a 
voucher for $1 ,500,00 for these eight months of the year. That's how prior accountants 
suggested I do it.

Crash, Starring Don Cheadle, Sandra Bullock, 
and Matt Dillon. Directed by Paul Haggis. Run- 
ning time: 113 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

In Los Angeles as seen in movies — well, the serious ones, anyway 
— everything seems to be about disconnection. It's as if the writers and 
directors who live there want to impress the rest of the world with the 
dark side of such a legendarily lightheaded city. The latest multicharacter 
drama to pump up the tensions between the aristocracy and the 
groundlings (each represented by a variety of races), Paul Haggis' Crash 
enters theaters with an unusually high level of candid rhetoric and an 
equal level of do-gooder impulse. The movie (not to be confused with 
David Cronenberg's 1996 oddity) is often very fine, and a somber yet 
supple film like this, coming as it does near the beginning of Stupidity 
Season at the movies, may strike many critics as a revelation. But don't 
let yourself get carried away by the raves: Crash is solid but no master- 
piece. 

There are rich white people (Brendan Fraser as a district attorney, 
Sandra Bullock as his perpetually angry wife) and rich black people 
(Terrence Howard as a director, Triandie Newton as his mercurial wife). 
There are white cops (racist Matt Dillon, good-hearted Ryan Phillippe) 
and black cops (troubled detective Don Cheadle, cheerfully cynical 
lieutenant Keith David). There are Latinos who look like trouble but 
aren't (locksmith Michael Pena, festooned with scary tattoos but actually 
a devoted husband and dad) and blacks who don't look like trouble but 
are (Larenz Tate and Chris "Ludacris" Bridges as two carjackers). There 
is a hot-headed Iranian store owner (Shaun Toub) and his level-headed 
daughter (Bahar Soomekh). Crash sets all these people bouncing off each 
other during the course of one unusally cold Los Angeles day and 
watches the racial sparks fly, just as Spike Lee's Do the Right Thing did on 
a sidewalk-melting day in New York. 

The difference between Crash and other depressed L. A. films (Paul 
Thomas Anderson's Magnolia, Robert Altman's Short Cuts, Lawrence 
Kasdan's Grand Canyon) is that it focuses entirely on race — its tensions, 
its stereotypes, its misunderstandings. Crash is a tighter film than any of 
those. Writer/ director Haggis, who also wrote Clint Eastwood's Million 
Dollar Bahy, somehow manages to get his characters doing and saying 
unconscionable things while still keeping us involved in their fates. Matt 
Dillon's cop, who seems at first glance a racist pig, develops shadings 
that help us understand him, if not excuse him. Likewise, we understand 





why Terrence Howard's bourgeois director, egged on by his wife's 
withering disdain of his manhood, comes close to throwing everything 
away when his path crosses with two of the other characters, who don't 
know or care that he had a traumatic run-in with Dillon the night before. 

Crash relies a little too much on coincidence for my taste. It's as if 
Haggis, seeing how disconnected the characters are, set out to connect 
them by force, and sometimes the people seem like pawns, or placards 
making instructive points (see, not all Iranians are bad-tempered; not all 
Latinos are hoodlums). Don Cheadle has the movie's most complexly 
drawn role, a worn-down detective who can't believe his ears when a 
white cop (William Fichtner) wants to cover up the fact that three black 
cops recently shot dead by a white cop may have been corrupt. In a 
similar plot thread, Ryan Phillippe's young, idealistic cop wants to 
report Dillon's racist behavior and is told by his black supervisor (Keith 
David) to shut up about it. The interesting stuff in Crash takes place 
between cops of various races and backgrounds (including Cheadle's 
girlfriend Jennifer Esposito, a cop of mixed Latin heritage). 

The rest of the movie sometimes works, sometimes doesn't. It may 
be bracing to hear Miss Congeniality drop an F-bomb, but Sandra 
Bullock's character feels unresolved, as does Thandie Newton's brittle 
victim of Dillon's racism. (The women in the movie get short shrift; Crash 
concerns itself chiefly with male torments and dilemmas.) The outcome 
of the conflict between the Iranian store-owner and the Latino locksmith 
feels awfully forced, and does nothing, by the way, to dispel the stereo- 
type of Middle Eastern men as violently uncomprehending ranters. (It 
also begs the question of why his daughter was worried about whether 
his gun had been stolen if she herself selected the bullets in it. That'll 
make more sense if you see the film.) Crash has just enough powerful and 
delicate moments to rank it among the best of the season, but consider its 
competition.

Having had to endure two late nights earlier this week 
covering the Annual Town Meeting proceedings in Mat- 
tapoisett, I found myself making a few interesting obser- 
vations in between the pro-and-con banter and decided to 
list them in a format borrowed, appropriately enough, from 
another person familiar with "late nights": none other than 
David Letterman. 

And so, without further commercial interruption, I 
present to you a countdown of the Top Ten Things at the 
2005 Mattapoisett Annual Town Meeting You Might Have 
Otherwise Overlooked ... for wont of a better title: 

10. Right off the bat, I think it should be said that the 
singing of "The Star-Spangled Banner" should only be re- 
served for pros like Celine Dion ... or maybe the occasional 
drunken Red Sox fan spilling beer on his shoes next to you 
at Fenway Park. No one should have to attempt the esca- 
lating scale of our glorious National Anthem right before 
three-and-a-half hours of Democracy in Action. Those sing- 
ing flat next to me know who you are. 

9. 1 think it's time for an across-the-board ban on any 
and all PowerPoint presentations at Town Meetings, at least 
for the foreseeable future. Not that these visual aids aren't 
helpful, but they typically mimic the same information pro- 
vided to voters on handouts (as in the case of the Mat- 
tapoisett Library) or cause delays which end up being 
longer than the actual presentation (as in the case of the 
Mattapoisett Fire Department). Not to mention no one 
wants to see all the personal files and folders clogging up 
your laptop desktop on a wall-sized movie screen. 

8. You ever notice that the amount of nay saying and 
seeming criticism over a particular article never matches 
the ultimate vote totals at Town Meetings? A succession of 
eight to 10 people will get up and discuss why the article 
should fail and then it passes with a vote of 240 to 4! What 
hapipened to the other six people who initially were against it? 
Maybe they were persuaded by that nifty PowerPoint pre- 
sentation after all. 

7. Those who don't attend Town Meetings because 
they're too long (like most of you reading this) or those 
who just want to get home in time to catch the seventh- 
inning stretch should take more advantage of the all-pow- 
erful "move the question" option. Think about it: it cuts 
off all debate and calls for an immediate vote on any ar- 
ticle. In my perfect world, a savvy Town Meeting voter 
would always be waiting in the wings, eager to shoot his 
hand up like Arnold Horseshack in order to "move the 
question" right after each and every article. I think then 
you'd experience the first-ever 20-minute Town Meeting. 



6. Granted, not everyone is a technical whiz, but here's 
a quick crash course in Microphones 101 that I hope ev- 
eryone can follow: microphones generally have a single 
sliding toggle switch on the side — up is "on," down is 
"off." And runners like John DeCosta in Mattapoisett are 
usually kind enough to hand you a mike that's already on 
and good to go ... so, puh-leeze, no more fumbling with 
mikes, no more thumping it with fingers, no more blow- 
ing into it, and no more takes on the annoying "is this on?" 
cell phone commercials, okay? Save it for karaoke night at 
the Cathay Temple. I suggest "The Star-Spangled Banner." 

5. On at least a couple of occasions during Town Meet- 
ing this week, members of the Mattapoisett Finance Com- 
mittee (FinCom) were asked pointed questions about spe- 
cific budget allocations from previous years and did noth- 
ing more than shrug and say "we don't have that informa- 
tion." Huh? One would think the Finance Committee 
would have all the pertinent financial information handy 
for Town Meeting ... especially little things like, say, the 
budget. I know the FinCom does a lot of preparation work 
before Town Meeting, but they really need to do more dur- 
ing the proceedings than fill each others' water glasses ... 
loudly into open microphones, I might add. 

4. This one goes for all Town Meetings: to that one 
inevitable person who gets up and boasts "I'm loud enough 
to hear without a microphone," um, unless you're loud 
enough to be heard through time and space well into the 
homes of all those watching the future cable broadcast, no, 
you're not. Please wait for the microphone so we don't have 
to strain to hear mumbling akin to Charlie Brown's teacher. 

3. Speaking of microphones, I don't think I can stress 
this enough: switch up is "on," down is "off." 

2. Although it's no small task to plow through certain 
articles which really warrant a lot of discussion and de- 
bate, I think some serious thought should be given to one 
of those big clock timers like they use in TV game shows 
to cut off those who refuse to get to the point. Let's apply 
the same rules used for actual debates: a two- to three- 
minute statement followed by a one-minute rebuttal. That 
way we won't have to suffer the same repetitive rhetoric 
time and time again. 

1. Last, but not least, you'd think supporters of an ar- 
ticle on the warrant to fund renovations to and expansion 
of the Mattapoisett Free Public Library would heed the 
lessons of a good librarian and "be quiet" during their 
noisy and noticeable mass exodus right after the article 
passed.
